Jake hated to leave his wife, 
Mona, and their two children, 
little Jake, 4, and Lisa, 3. But 
when he chose the Army as a 
career they knew duty to his 
country would come before them. 
Jake’s patrol went out on a rainy 
night, one man short. They were 
zapped along the trail and Jake 
fell riddled by bullets. Now the 
tears shed at home are in vain. He 
can never return. No one can give 
him amnesty. 
Listen to Jim: 
He longed to be back home and 
have 
an 
opportunity 
to 
run 
around with the gang again. He

could hear the dance music and 
smell the tantalizing scent of the 
beautiful girls. But he won’t ever 
again. He died in a round of 
mortar Tire while sleeping in his 
tent. W’ho is going to say to him, 
“Come on home, Jim." 
Yes, we are dead, and many call 
our 
deaths 
the 
“unnecessary 
tragedies of an immortal) war.” 
But many of us might not have 
died had our patrols been full 
strength at all times, had some 
not had to pull three tours of duty 
over here, had some’s rotation not 
been delayed because that replace­ 
ment didn’t show up. 
We are dead, because when our 
country called, we answered. We 
as individuals did not place our 
wishes before the needs of our 
country. We did not slink off to 
hide in the crevices and sink holes 
of another country to keep from 
carrying out the responsibility of 
citizenship. 
We came and fought and died 
because we wanted the world to 
know 
that 
somewhere 
within 
America’s seemingly sordid way 
of life there breathed men who 
believed 
in 
their 
country 
so 
strongly they would sacrifice their 
all to help halt the onslaught of 
tyranny before it engulfs the 
world. 
We came and we still lie here 
underneath 
our 
plain 
white 
crosses. We refused to run. We 
stood and fought. And no one, but 
God, can give us amnesty. 
For we are the true Americans 
who died in the Vietnam War.

Other than leaving the situation 
“ status quo” the Council could: 
Appoint a new mayor, or call for a 
special election for a mayor. 
If they appointed Pedroza, that 
would leave his Council seat open 
and they could appoint someone 
to fill it, or they can leave it 
vacant until the April elections. 
Pedroza has more than a year to 


go on his Council term, so if he 
takes an appointment as mayor, 
then any appointee to his Council 
scat would serve until April 1976. 
I his means in April 1975 unless 
he ran for the mayor’s position 
Pedroza would be out in the cold. 
But if he remains as Mayor 
Pro-tem 
and 
presides 
at 
all 
meetings in this capacity, in April 
1975 when someone else runs for 
mayor, he can re-fill his Council 
seat. 
Right now that’s the direction it 
is taking and City Attorney Hugh 
Meyer says the Council is well 
within its legal rights to operate in 
this manner. 
I think the people deserve a full 
Council, but will leave it up to the 
people and the City Council.

Bowing to the ever-rising cost of 
education, the Hondo Independent 
School District Board of Trustees 
Tuesday 
night 
approved 
a 
91,591,165 budget to operate the 
Hondo system during the 1974-75 
school year. 
This total exceeded last year’s 


budget bv $333,235. 
Board members also set the tax 
rate to help raise part of the money. 
It 
will be $1.25 on each $100 
valuation, based on a 50 percent of 
fair market value on a district wide 
assessed valuation of $28,000,000. 
H ospital releases 
year-end figures 


Like every other business in the 
country, inflation hit the Medina 
Memorial Hospital during fiscal year 
1974, but unlike many businesses the 
hospital did not go up on charges to 
the public. 
The result was a $7,388 deficit for

St. Louis Day set 
to feed thousands 


If you’ve lost track of an old friend 
or relative through the years, or if 
you just enjoy meeting people from 
all over the world, then you’ll feel 
right at home Sunday, August 25, at 
the “grandaddy” of all picnics, St. 
Louis Day Celebration in Castroville, 
On Sunday this ordinarily peaceful 
and quiet little Alsatian village of 
around 1,800 inhabitants will swell 
to about eight or IO times its normal 
size as folks from far and near come 
to 
enjoy 
the 
celebration 
held 
annually 
in 
pecan 
tree 
shaded 
Koenig Park on the banks of the 
meandering Medina River. 
Exactly 92 years ago the first 
small parish picnic was held in 
Castroville and the famed festival 
has grown enormously in size and 
G 
pularity. 
It 
presently 
attracts 
tween 15,000 and 20,000 visitors, 
truly earning the title. "Homecom­ 
ing for the state of Texas,’’ bestowed 
on it recently by the Texas Tourist 
Agency. Last year guests represent­ 


ed eight foreign countries and 23 
states. 
It takes a small forest of seasoned 
mesquite wood to furnish the fire for 
IOO foot pits used to barbecue 4,700 
pounds of boneless prime beef, 
and 
4,(KH) pounds of Alsatian-flavored 
sausage. And there will be tons of 
potato salad, cole slaw and ranch 
style beans. 
Advance meal tickets are still only 
$2.00 each. 
And after the feast everyone can 
have a wonderful time at many 
booths manned just for that purpose, 
such as country store, doll booth, 
apron booth, fine linen booth, arts 
and crafts corner, the giant auction, 
the dunking machine and kiddy rides 
of all kinds. 
Those who like the taste of 
German Soda Water will love the 
new attraction, the German Beer 
Garden in Koenig Park Hall. It will 
feature 
"oom-pa-pa” 
music 
and 
sing along Alsatian style songs.

Board members noted that in the 
school year just ended the system 
enjoyed a $13,000 surplus. 
However, a little thrift brought 
this about. The school system earned 
some $15,000 interest on invest­ 
ments in Treasury bonds over the 
school year, so that item actually 
ac counted for the surplus plus a little 
extra. 
A breakdown of estimated reven­ 
ues shows: $350,000 from 
local 
taxes, $3,900 from local maintenance 
and debt service tax, $20,000 from 
other revenue from local services

I 
don’t care what the new Family 
Code says. 
In fact, I think the parents of 
any youngster -- and I don t care if

answerable to the law. Let the 
parent pay the fine or do time in 
jail and they might take more 
interest in what their kids are 
doing. 
That youngster that was hit 
Saturday night has just as much 
right to attend an event without 
being afraid of being intimidated 
as 
those who 
are 
doing 
the 
intimidating. 
This is a problem for all adults, 
parents or not. Anyone who has 
any influence on any group of 
young people should exert that 
influence in an effort to stop these 
types of actions before someone 
really gets hurt. 
I don’t really believe the boy 
who threw that piece of ice wanted 
to injure that young boy, but he 
did. And it could have been worse. 
This is what these youngsters 
must be told; and the only ones 
who can tell them are their so 
called leaders or peers. 
And one thing these leaders or 
peers should bear in mind — unless 
it is stopped, it could be your 
child, your sister, your brother, 
your 
mother, 
your 
father 
or 
someone else in your family who 
could be hit by whatever is thrown 
the next time - for a thrown 
missile has no eyes, it hits the first 
person in the way.
